It's back to school for 57,000 Boston 
Public School (BPS) students. Here are a 
few tips to help your child -- and you -- 
have a good year. 


v« Getting off to a good start 


A * Keep in touch with the teacher, by 
; } phone or by notes. Teachers love to 
hear from parents, and your interest 
and concern help them do their job 
better. If you can, visit the school. 
You don't have to wait for the fall 
Open House -- all Boston schools 
have an "open door" policy and 
should welcome you. If you want 
to meet with the teacher, call ahead 
to make an appointment. 


* Keep in touch with other parents. 
Go to school parent meetings if you 
can. If you can't, keep in touch by 
phone. Kids whose parents are in- 
formed and involved often do better 
in school. 


¢ Read the school newsletter. If the 
school doesn't have one, tell the 
principal you'd like one. 


* Every day, check homework... and 
give your child at least 15 minutes 
of your attention -- read to him, tell 
him a story, listen to him read or 
ask him to tell you a story! 


v« Student assignment & 
transfers 


If your child still doesn't have a 
school assignment, or you want a differ- 
ent school... 

* You must visit a Parent Information 
Center. [See other side for address- 
es & phone numbers.] Their staff 
will tell you which schools in your 
zone have empty seats. For grades 
1-12, the BPS will assign your child 
to a school if there are no seats 
available in the schools you choose. 
Kindergarten children will not be 
assigned to a school their parent 
has not chosen. If you want your 
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child to go to kindergarten, you 
must agree to an assignment in a 
school with an available seat. 


You must apply in writing to be put 
on the waiting list for your Ist 
choice school if your child was as- 
signed to her 2nd or 3rd choice. If 
she was assigned to another choice, 
she is automatically on the waiting 
list for your 1st and 2nd choices. 


Waiting lists for grades 1-12 
will be active until ® 3 
the end of the first 3 
marking period 
(November) and 
until the end of 
January for 
kindergar- 
ten. Some 
students in 
grades 1-5 
whose trans- 
fer requests 
are approved 
in September 
may move to 
their new 
school right 
away -- but most 
transferred students in grades 1-5 
will change schools at the end of the 
first marking period. Kindergarten 
transfers will be processed once a 
week through January. 


v« Homework Policy 


The BPS says all students must have 
homework every night, even 
kindergarteners. Your child should have 
a minimum of: 


¢ 15 minutes in kindergarten (activi- 
ties might include talking with a 
parent or looking at a picture book) 

¢ 20 minutes in grades 1-3 

* 60 minutes in grades 4-5 


v« Promotion Policy 


The BPS promotes children in grades 
1-5 based on three standards: 


* Grades. Students must have pass- 
ing grades in reading, language arts 
and math, and may not have failing 
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grades in more than two other sub- 
jects on the final report card. 


¢ Attendance. Students must be in 
school 85% of each marking period. 


* Degrees of Reading Power (DRP) 
Test in grade 5. 


If your child is in danger of failing, 
the school must notify you in writing and 
develop a plan to help. 


v« Transportation services 


Starting this fall, transportation offi- 
cers will be assigned to each zone office 
to handle bus routing and problems. See 
page 2 for their phone numbers. 


If you would like your child to be 
picked up or dropped off at a bus stop 
other than your home stop, ask the princi- 
pal for information and an alternative 
transportation application. Even stu- 
dents who walk to school may be eligible 
for this service, but there are many re- 
strictions. /f you apply for an alternative 
stop, be sure to complete the entire appli- 
cation -- if you don't, it will be rejected. 
And plan on waiting at least two weeks 
before the new stop is assigned. 


Parents of special needs students: 
the Special Needs Parent Advisory Coun- 
cil asks that you call them to report trans- 
portation problems, 469-0727. 


vx Class size limits 


Many classes will have more children 
than last year. Class size limits are still: 

¢ 25 students in kindergarten 

* 28 in grades 1-5 

¢ 22 in combined-grade classes 

* 10 in Resource Room special educa- 
tion classes, up to 18 with 2 aides 

¢ 8 in most other special education 
classes, 12 with an aide 

* 18 in single-grade bilingual classes, 
25 with an aide 

* 15 in multi-grade bilingual classes, 
22 with an aide 


Larger classes must be assigned a 
second teacher or teacher's aide. - 


* 20 in Advanced Work Classes (this 
is a recommended limit).

School Based Management/Shared Decision Making (SBM/SDM) 


On June 7, principals and teachers decided if they wanted to be part of "Cycle I" 
of SBM/SDM -- a new way of school-based decision making in which teachers, par- 
ents and the principal work together to plan better ways to serve their students. 

Schools that voted "yes" for SBM/SDM for Cycle I must elect a School Site 
Council of teachers, parents and the principal by June 15. On June 21, a committee 
of Boston Teachers Union, BPS and parent members will decide which schools are 
accepted for Cycle I. Some schools will wait until September to vote. Others may 
decide that SBM/SDM is not for them right now. Ask the principal what he or she, 
and the teachers, think about it -- and keep in touch with other parents! 

Parents have many questions about SBM/SDM: 

VY How is it different from improvement efforts already in place in many schools? 
¥ How will parents be elected to the School Site Councils? 
VY Will there be guarantees that the councils will represent all the children, parents 
and teachers in the school? 
VY How much freedom will the councils have to try new ideas?

Last month the Boston Public Schools 
(BPS) sent out school assignments for 
students entering grades K-5 who applied 
by March 12 ("Round 1"). Did most stu- 
dents get one of their choices? Yes -- but 
many didn't get one of their first two 
choices, and many got no assignment at 
all. What happened? And why? 


{} 26,354 students were assigned. Of 
these, 23,740 got one of their top 3 choic- 
es, 337 got their 4th or Sth choice, and 
2,277 were assigned by the BPS. 


CJ 1,683 students got no assignment dur- 
ing Round 1, more than last year. Of 
3,731 Ist graders who applied, 1,090 
(29%) got no assignment. 2,610 students 
are on waiting lists. 


1) In some schools, all the seats for a ra- 
cial group were filled by students already 
in the school who were guaranteed a seat 
-- SO no new Students could be assigned, 
even those with a sibling in the school. 


{J One reason many students didn't get 
an assignment is the BPS cut 29 kinder- 
gartens, 36 first grade classes and 36 
classes in grades 2-5. They did this so 
there would be very few classes that 
aren't full, and so more schools would be 
racially balanced. The BPS will add back 
many Classes (probably all kindergartens) 
as more students apply and will try to add 
seats in the schools most parents chose. 


{) Another reason is that many students 
only chose one school -- the school near- 
est home. 


Q) Another reason is that some K2 stu- 
dents who have "permanent" assignments 
this year were automatically assigned to 
1st grade in the same school, even though 
they won't be going to public school next 
year.

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Spring time is test time 


For three or four days in early May, 
Boston Public School (BPS) students 
drop what they're doing, grab a #2 pencil, 
and open their "Metropolitan Achieve- 
ment Test" books. The MAT is a test of 
reading and math skills which is given in 
school districts all over the country. The 
BPS uses the results to compare schools, 
to compare the BPS to other cities, and to 
place students in special classes. Parents 
often look at test scores as one way of 
measuring a school's performance. 

Overall, BPS elementary schools 
scored above the national median of SO in 
grades 1-5 in both reading and math last 
June. So did schools in most other cities 
-- MAT scores have been rising nation- 
wide since the test was revised in 1986. 


Who takes the test? 


Over 85% of BPS students in grades 
1-12 take the MAT. 

Some bilingual and special needs 
Students are not tested. Others may take 
part of the test, such as math, but not the 
reading part. In many cases, the scores of 
special needs and bilingual students are 
not included when the BPS figures out 
the average score of the school and 
school system. 

Who decides if a special needs or bi- 
lingual child will be tested? For special 
needs students, the decision is made at 
the child's Evaluation Team meeting 
which includes the parent, teacher, team 
leader, and others. The team's decision is 
written on the child's Individualized Edu- 
cation Plan (IEP). For bilingual students, 
the school's Language Assessment Team 
decides, based on the child's proficiency 
in English. Most bilingual students 
whose LAU step is 3 or above are tested. 


The BPS and Special Needs Parent 
Advisory Council recommend that as 
many students should take the MAT as 
possible. If you are not sure whether 
your child will be tested, ask the princi- 
pal. If he or she says "no" and you want 
the child to take the test, send a written 
request to the principal. /f you don’t 
speak English, write the letter in your 
own language. 


When can you find out your 
child's scores? 


The schools get test results in June. 
To find out your child's scores, call the 
principal. If you don't understand what 
the test results tell about your child's 
strengths and weaknesses, ask the teacher 
or principal. 


How does the BPS use your 
child's test results? 


MAT scores are used to place chil- 
dren in Advanced Work Classes (AWC), 
Chapter 1 reading and math classes, and 
other special programs. 


AWC. These are full-day classes for 
students in grades 4-6 in 12 elementary 
and 9 middle schools. Students are invit- 
ed to AWC based on MAT scores, race 
and seat availability. 

There are also Spanish bilingual 
AWCs. Invitations are based on scores 
from the SABE test given in the fall to 
students in grades 3-5. 

In general, AWC work is more chal- 
lenging, and there are more enrichment 
classes, like foreign language and extra 
music or art. Class sizes are limited to 
20, so AWCs are often (though not al- 
ways) smaller than regular classes. 

Invitations to AWC classes usually 
go out in March, but they were delayed 
this year until the BPS and School Com- 
mittee made changes in AWC admission 
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} and assignment policy. 


Y AWC invitations for next year will be 
based only on MAT scores. 

V In past years, the BPS used MAT 
scores from May of grades 2-4 to de- 
termine AWC placement. This year, 
students in grades 3-5 took the MAT in 
the fall of 1989. These scores will be 
used for AWC placement. 

¥ Students invited to grade 6 AWC are 
guaranteed the middle school AWC 
program they would have been as- 
signed to under the old student assign- 
ment plan, even if it is not in their 
zone, if it is their first choice. Students 
may also choose any grade 6 AWC 
program in their zone, but no school is 
guaranteed. 

VY As Parents’ Notebook went to press, 
the BPS had not decided how students 
entering grades 4-5 AWCs would be 
assigned. 

There are over 250 empty AWC 
seats. Many parents have complained 
that waiting lists are not used effectively, 
but so far the BPS has not approved 
changes that will result in more AWC 
seats being filled next year. 

If your child is invited to AWC, you 
do not have to accept the invitation. 
Some parents choose to keep their child 
in regular grade 4-6 classes if they are 
happy with the teacher and school. A 
student who doesn't go to AWC in ele- 
mentary school may go to AWC in grade 
6 if he or she is invited at that time. A 
grade 4 or 5 invitation cannot be used for 
grade 6. 


Chapter 1. This extra help reading 
and math program in all elementary and 
middle schools is for students who score 
below the 45th percentile on the MAT. 
In most schools, children in Ch. 1 classes 
leave their regular classroom for part of 
the day and have their Ch. 1 class in an- 
other room. Some educators criticize 
these "pull-out" programs because the 
children may miss interesting activities in 
the classroom and may feel "different" or 
“not as smart as" the other children. 
Also, some Ch, 1 programs use lots of 
worksheets and uninteresting drills -- 
many children do not learn well with this 
approach. 

Last year, a few BPS schools started 


experimenting with a new way of using 
Ch. 1 -- by bringing the Ch. 1 teachers 
into the regular classrooms. Next year, 
more schools will be trying new ideas, 
such as using more computer learning or 
grouping children together who read at 
different levels. To find out about Ch. 1 
classes in your child's school, ask the 
principal. If your child scores below 45 
on the MAT and the school cannot pro- 
vide Ch. 1 services, talk to the principal 
and next year's teacher to be sure the 
child gets extra help in another way. 


A word of warning... 


The MAT is only one of many ways to 
measure a student's performance. Other 
ways are class work, the report card and 
the teacher's observations. Many educa- 
tors believe standardized tests such as the 
MAT do not test the most important 
skills, and that these tests alone should 
not be used to make important decisions 
about a child, such as placement in ad- 
vanced or extra help classes, promotion to 
the next grade, or graduation. They may 
be especially harmful to young children -- 
if a child doesn't do well on the test, he or 
she may feel "stupid," which can lead to 
poor performance in school.

Learning in two languages 


Learning is a challenge in any lan- 
guage. But for over 9000 students in 
Boston Public Schools (BPS) bilingual 
programs, learning is an extra challenge. 
Besides the usual school subjects, they 
are learning a new language and culture. 

In other countries, the schools and 
teachers take full responsibility for edu- 
cating their students. Here, it is different 
-- you will find that parents play an im- 
portant role in making sure the school is 
helping their child succeed. Because 
more students whose first langauge is not 
English are likely to drop out from school 
before graduating, you have an extra re- 
sponsibility to monitor your child's 
progress right from elementary school. 


What is bilingual education? 


In bilingual education, students take 
academic classes at their grade level in 
their native language while they learn 
English. The math, science and social 
studies taught in bilingual classrooms 
should not be different from material 
taught in regular, English-only class- 
rooms. If you have any doubts about 
what is being taught, call the school prin- 
cipal or your zone Bilingual Coordinator. 


The Lau Plan 


Under pressure from parents, the 
BPS committed itself in late1979 to the 
“Lau Plan," to develop, implement and 
monitor bilingual education. 

The goals of the Lau Plan are: 

e identify Limited English Proficiency 
(LEP) students 

e determine their dominant language 

e place them in appropriate programs 

e review their progress 

e mainstream them into English- 
speaking classes 

e assess students 

e involve parents 

¢ monitor implementation of the Plan 


State Law Chapter 71 A states that a 
student may stay in a bilingual program 
for three years or as long as necessary to 
become proficient in English.

Under the Lau Plan, students move 
through "steps" numbered 2-5. Students 
in Step 2 take all classes in their native 
language. As their English improves, 
they are gradually "mainstreamed" -- 
they take more classes in English. When 


students can perform at grade level in 
English (Step 5), they are fully main- 
streamed, taking all classes in English. 
This usually takes three years. 

The BPS does not monitor fully main- 
streamed students or allow them to con- 
tinue study in their native language. If 
they need extra help with English, the 
school may offer small "Chapter 1" read- 
ing and math classes. 

Recent research has shown that prop- 
er understanding of a second language 
can take 4 to 7 years, depending on how 
much schooling the child had in his or 
her native language. Advocates say that 
in the BPS some students are main- 
streamed too soon, before they know 
English well enough to learn in it. 


The yearly review 


Every year a Language Assessment 
Team reviews each student's progress to 
decide when the student is ready to move 
to the next Lau step. The Team usually 
includes teachers, the school counselor 
and the principal. Parents can also partic- 
ipate. You must approve the Team's rec- 
ommendations about your child before 


changes go into effect. You have the right 
to challenge the review and to inspect 
your child's records. 

If you think your child is being main- 
Streamed too soon, or not soon enough, 
tell the teacher and principal. Parents of- 
ten are their child's best "monitor." It is 
important for you to stay in constant 
touch with the school. 


How do you enroll your child 
in a bilingual program? 


You go to one of the Parent Informa- 
tion Centers to register for school. Bring 
two printed proofs of address, the child's 
birth certificate and immunization record 
if you have it. You will complete a 
Home Language Survey and other forms. 
Parent Center staff will help you fill out 
the application forms correctly. 

Next you will speak to a "language as- 
sessment tester," usually right in the same 
office, who speaks your language. He or 
she will: 

* test the child's skills in reading, writ- 
ing and speaking in the child's native 
language and in English. 

* recommend the most appropriate bilin- 
gual program, and recommend how 
many classes the child should take in 
English and in the native language. 

* interview the parent about the child's 
education history and explain the BPS 
bilingual education program. 

* send information to the child's new 
school, where it will be reviewed by 
the school staff. 

You have the choice of accepting or 
rejecting these recommendations about 
your child's program. 

You may have some choice of schools 
with bilingual programs in your zone -- 
especially Spanish and Chinese. Some 
new bilingual classes will be added for 
the 1990-91 school year.

Kinds of bilingual programs 


Transitional Bilingual Education 
(TBE). Most Limited English Proficient 
(LEP) students are in TBE classes. The 
BPS offers them in ten languages:

Spanish, French Haitian, Chinese, Cape 
Verdean, Vietnamese, Portuguese, Cam- 
bodian, Greek, Italian and Laotian. 

In TBE classes, students take a full 
range of classes in their native language 
and in English according to their "Lau 
step" -- gradually taking more classes in 
English and fewer in the native language. 


English As a Second Language (ESL). 
All Limited English Proficient (LEP) 
students take ESL, where they learn Eng- 
lish vocabulary and sentence structure, 
and also learn other subjects in English 
using a sheltered ESL approach. 
Students of several different language 
backgrounds can be in the same ESL 
class. The BPS has ESL programs for stu- 
dents whose language is spoken by fewer 
than 20 students -- Arabic, Burmese, 
Czech, Korean, Polish and Russian. 


Two-Way Bilingual Program. In the 
citywide Hernandez School (grades K-7), 
a program of up to 65% Spanish speaking 
and 35% English speaking students aims 
to make every student bilingual. Students 
first learn math, science and social stud- 
ies in their native language while study- 
ing the second language.

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Next September, drastic cuts in the 
school budget will have a direct effect on 
students in every Boston public school. 
These are the most serious cuts the 
schools have seen in ten years or more. 
Many parents are now coming together to 
demand more support from the City for 
education. What are the facts? How will 
cuts affect your child's school? What can 
parents do to convince the City and State 
to set aside more money for schools? 


Some budget facts 


@ The City and State are facing a major 
budget crisis. Other departments be- 
sides the Boston Public Schools (BPS) 
will have to cut back, become more 
efficient, and find more effective ways 
to carry out regulations. 


@ For the 1991-92 school year, the City 
has set a “target” budget of $372 mil- 
lion for the BPS. That is about $24 
million less than the schools will 
spend this year. The BPS says it 
would cost about $420 million to pro- 
vide the same services next year as 
now. 


@ When the City set the $372 million 
“target,” it thought it would get the 
same financial aid from the State as 
last year. But now the Governor says 
Boston may get $46 million Jess. That 
could mean the BPS will get even less 
—maybe under $360 million. 


@ Under the proposed state budget, 
Massachusetts would spend less per 
student on public education than any 
other state except New Hampshire. 


@ From 1981-1991: 


The budget for all City departments 
increased 80%. 


The Suffolk County budget 
increased 130%. 


The City Health & Hospitals Dept. 
budget increased 101%. 


The school budget increased 60%. 


@ Boston spends less on each student in 
regular education than 10 out of 21 
nearby cities and towns—and less on 
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all students (counting bilingual and 
special education) than 4 nearby cities 
and towns. 


What Is the BPS doing now to plan 
next year’s school budget? 


The superintendent has come up with a 
draft "zero-based budget" that includes 
only costs required by law or by con- 
tract. For instance: 


¢ Teachers’ salaries based on allowing 
maximum class sizes (25 in kinder- 
garten, 28 in grades 1-5)

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The BPS is also looking at ways to save 

money by doing things differently, find- 

ing ways to run required programs effec- 
tively but at less cost, and seeing if some 
rules can be suspended and contracts can 
be changed. A few examples: 


e Putting more special needs students 
on regular school bus routes, with par- 
ents' approval, instead of getting door- 
to-door service. 

¢ Finding ways to put more students 
safely on each bus. 

¢ Using programs that are paid for by 
sources other than the City budget— 
such as Chapter I reading and math 
teachers—to help the whole school, 
not just the students who qualify for 
special programs. 

e Increasing the class size of special 
needs and bilingual programs, and 
giving more special services in the 
regular classroom. 

¢ Allowing an age range of up to 5 
years between the youngest and oldest 
children in special needs classes. The 
Current range is 4 years.

But with a budget of $372 
million or less, there is no question that 
many programs and services will be 
gone, and every school will be affected. 


The Superintendent and School Commit- 
tee are still working on the budget and 
plan to send a final budget to the Mayor 
and City Council on March 27.

How is your child doing in school? 
Did you get a letter from the school say- 
ing she is in danger of failing? Does he 
seem worried or bored? Does she "act 
out" often? Your child may need special 


help. 


The Boston Public Schools (BPS) of- 
fers programs for students with emotion- 
al, physical, behavioral or learning disa- 
bilities. About 12,000 BPS students get 
special education ("sped") services. But 
getting those services isn't easy -- so it's 
very important for you to know what ser- 
vices and programs are available, and to 
know your legal rights. 


Know your rights! 


A state law, Chapter 766, gives spe- 
cific rights to parents and students. To 
find out more about Ch. 766, call the Spe- 
cial Needs Parents Advisory Council 
(Sped PAC) 723-2860. The Federation 
for Children with Special Needs holds 
workshops for parents on Ch. 766. Call 
482-2915 for the schedule. 


Getting special education 
services 


Parents, teachers or counselors can 
ask for a Ch. 766 referral if they feel a 
child needs special help. Any child in 
danger of failing mid-year has to be re- 
ferred by a principal for a possible Ch. 
766 evaluation, and the principal must in- 
form the parent of this in writing. 


The first step is to schedule a "pre- 
assessment” conference with the school's 
Evaluation Team Leader (ETL). The ETL 
handles sped referrals and placement, co-

cess," which means trying various op- 
tions in the regular education program 
first, such as Chapter 1 classes for extra 
help in reading and math, or tutoring. 


You have the right to skip the pre- 
referral process and request a "core eval- 
uation" (a series of tests and interviews) 
right away. The Evaluation Team will in- 
clude you and anybody you wish to bring 
with you, the ETL and the teacher. There 
may be other participants that you or the 
ETL request, such as a psychologist, 
speech therapist or social worker. 


The core evaluation must be complet- 
ed within 30 working days. It must be 
done in the child's first language, and the 
school must provide a translator if you 
don't speak English. 


The team will develop an Individual- 
ized Education Plan (IEP) listing the ser- 
vices your child must get. By law, you 
must receive the IEP within eight days 
of the team meeting, in your language. 
Translations have been a big problem. If 
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What do those numbers mean? 


Special education (sped) students 
have prototypes numbered from .1 to 
.8. They are determined by where, 
and for how much time, a child must 
receive sped services. 


“* Children with prototypes .1, .2, and 
-3 spend most of their day in regu- 
lar classrooms, and receive sped 
services in the school's Resource 
Room. 


“+ Children with prototype .4 are usu- 
ally in separate classrooms, but 
May get some sped services in the 
regular classroom if that is stated in 
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you need your child's IEP to be translat- 
ed, insist that this is done on time. For 

help, call the Sped PAC or the Bilingual 
PAC (both have Spanish-speaking staff). 


If you accept the plan, your child's 
program must begin immediately. How- 
ever, there are often delays -- some chil- 
dren have waited two months or more. If 
your child's IEP is delayed call the Spe- 
cial Needs administrator at your zone of- 


fice or the Sped PAC. 


Get it in writing! 


Read the IEP carefully to be sure it in- 
cludes every service your child's Evalua- 
tion Team agreed on. No service can be 
given if it is not included in the IEP. 


You can accept or reject the IEP fully 
or partially, or you can postpone a deci- 
sion until an independent evaluation is 
done (for example, by Children's Hospi- 
tal), paid for by the BPS. Don’t sign the 
IEP until you are satisfied. If you and 
the ETL cannot resolve the problem, you 
have a right to appeal the team's recom- 
mendations. Even after you have accept- 
ed an IEP, you have the right to reject it 
any time -- and you can ask for a full re- 
evaluation any time. 


Is your child getting the right 
services? 


One way to tell is to see if your child 
has met most of the goals listed in the 
IEP for the school year. If the same goals 
are in the next year's IEP, her progress 
needs to be re-evaluated. The law says a 
child must receive services that give max- 
imum benefit, and that are provided in the 
least restrictive environment. Make sure 
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ordinates each child's evaluation, keep 
track of records and services, help parents 
and make sure that students get the ser- 
vices listed in their education plan. 


The ETL may recommend that your 
child go through the "pre-referral pro- 


the IEP. 


«* Other prototypes include children 
in day time or residential programs 
(.5 and .6), home or hospital based 
programs (.7) and early childhood 
programs (.8). 

No matter what services your child re- 

ceives, there is rarely a reason for

You also have the right to visit the 
school and observe your child's class- 
room, but you must call the teacher 24 
hours ahead to schedule your visit. 


Transportation 


The BPS must provide transportation 
within 74 days to special needs children 
placed at prototype .4 or above. However, 
the BPS often cannot meet this goal, es- 
pecially when a child is transferred to a 
different school. 


If your child changes schools, he or 
she can Stay in the old school until the 
BPS arranges transportation to the new 
one. 


Other tips: 


Y If you move, bring two proofs of your 
new address to your zone office or the 
BPS Department of Implementation, 
26 Court St., right away and ask fora 
copy of any forms they use. If you 
notify the BPS in writing of your new 
address, keep a copy of your letter. 


Y Call the BPS Transportation Unit 
726-6260 (Paula Coar) if your child is 
not picked up or dropped off on time, 
and for all sped transportation prob- 
lems.

Spotlight on the 
O'Hearn School 


What happens when you mix regular 
education and special education kinder- 
garten kids? Check out the Patrick 
O'Hearn School in the East Zone. 


Kindergarten children there are partic- 
ipating in a new program. Disabled spe- 
cial needs kids and regular education 
children learn and play together in an "in- 
tegrated" classroom, instead of in separ- 
ate rooms. The goal of the program is to 
help all the children learn and succeed. 
Each of these unique kindergarten class- 
rooms has two teachers -- a regualr edu- 
cation and a special needs teacher. Class 
size is limited to 15. Both teachers work 
with all the children. Plans are underway 
to phase in integrated classrooms in 
grades 1-5. 


Parents and teachers agree that the 
program is a great success. The regular 
education children have been happy to in- 
clude their disabled classmates in all ac- 
tivities, and the special needs children are 
learning at a faster pace.

Metropolitan Achievement 
Test Scores 


If your child took the Metropolitan 
Achievement Test (MAT) last spring, 
you should have received a letter this 
month giving his or her test scores. Two 
kinds of scores are reported: 


¢ The median percentile, from 1-99, 
shows how your child did compared to 
other children who took the test. The na- 
tional median (a kind of average) is 50: 
half the children who took the test scored 
over 50, and half scored under 50. This is 
not the same as a regular test, where 65 
is passing. On the MAT, a score of 65 
means your child did better than 65% of 
the children who took the test. If your 
child scored below 40, he or she should 
be getting extra help at school. 


« The grade equivalent score is only 
accurate if it is within two years of your 
child's actual grade in school. A 4th grad- 
er scoring in the 99th percentile in read- 
ing might have a grade equivalent of 12.2 
-- but she probably isn't reading at the 
same level as a 12th grader!

Obteniendo servicios de 
educacion especial 


Padres, maestros 0 consejeros pueden 
pedir una referencia al Ch. 766 si sienten 
que un nifio necesita ayuda especial. 
Cualquier nifio en peligro de no aprobar a 
mediados del afio tiene que ser referido 
por un principal a una posible evaluacién 
de Ch. 766, y el principal debe informar 
al padre de esto por escrito. 

El primer paso para acordar tener una 
conferencia "pre-evaluacién" con el Lider 
del Equipo de Evaluacién (ETL). El ETL

If you aren't satisfied with your before 
and after school child care, ‘you're not 
alone. Parents United for Child Care, a 
Boston group of 500 low and middle in- 
come parents, just released results of a 
survey which found that: 
¢ Of the 1,447 parents who completed 

the survey, over 3/4 of the women and 
most of the men either work, go to 
school or are in a training program. 
Most work full-time, and most can't be 
home every day when their child 
comes home from school. 

¢ Inalmost 1/4 of the families, all the 
adults leave the house before the chil- 
dren are due at school (34 Boston ele- 
mentary schools start at 9:15 or later). 

Almost half of these children wait at 
home alone until it's time to leave. 

° Half-day kindergarten is a big problem 
for working parents. Over half the 
parents in the survey with children in 
half-day programs said they would 
prefer a full day program. Boston has 
extended day kindergartens in 33 
(40%) of its elementary schools.

All children can learn -- with help October 1989 


By now, nearly all children have their 
school assignments -- and a bus ride to 
school (thousands of children didn't have 
transportation when school opened). 
Now it's time to take a closer look at the 
education your child is receiving. 


All children can learn -- with 
help from school and home 


Of the 51,000 students enrolled in 
Boston Public Schools at the end of Sep- 
tember, 40,000 (78%) are minority -- Af- 
rican American, Hispanic, Asian and Na- 
tive American. It is important for schools 
and parents to recognize that the different 
Styles, heritage and values of minority 
children deeply affect how children learn 
in school. 


Many studies have shown that nearly 
all children -- of all races, cultures and 
family incomes -- are able to learn what 
public schools are supposed to teach. 
However, many minority students are un- 
prepared for the kind of learning and so- 
cial activities that the school expects, and 
many do not meet those expectations. 


School is different from 
home 


To understand why many minority 
children have trouble in school, education 
experts have tried to see "school" through 
the eyes of the children. What is school 
like for them each day? 


When many minority children go to 
school they often enter a very different 
world from their homes and neighbor- 
hoods. They find teachers from different 
racial, cultural and economic back- 
grounds who expect them to speak "cor- 
rect" English, follow rules, and behave in 
ways not expected or even acceptable at 
home. Their teachers read to them and 
expect them to read often, though reading 
may not be part of their life at home. 
They are expected to learn skills which 
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may seem useless in their life outside 
school. They must sit still for long 
stretches -- no running or jumping 
around. If they don't understand the les- 
son, their teachers may treat them as if 
they have a learning problem, which 
makes the children feel bad. 


To deal with these new and some- 
times scary experiences, children may 
"act out" and refuse to listen to the teach- 
er -- or passively do the minimum to "get 
by" but never get very excited about 
learning -- or they may learn the new cul- 
ture and be very successful in school. 


How can the school help? 


If possible, visit the school. All 
schools have an "open door" policy and 
should make parents feel welcome. It's 
best to call ahead to let the principal and 
teacher know you're coming. Look at 
how the teacher manages the class. Does 
the teacher try to include all children in 
discussions and take every child serious- 
ly? Do the children seem excited and in- 
terested in the lesson? Are they allowed 
to offer comments, or just to answer 
questions? Find out how misbehavior is 
handled. BPS policy says punishment 
should not be demeaning or degrading. 


All children need to see and read 
about people like themselves in the class- 
room -- in books, posters and other mate- 
rial -- and in "real life," through special 
visitors to the school and field trips to 


plays, concerts and museums about dif- 
ferent cultures. Look at the books your 
child brings home and ask what the 
teacher reads in class. If your child's race 
or culture isn't part of daily lessons, ask 
the principal and teacher why not. 


Even if you can't visit during the 
school day, find out what's going on by 
talking to your child. Does he or she 
seem bored or frustrated? It may be that 
the work is too easy or too hard -- or the 
child may lose interest because the lesson 
seems meaningless in "real life." An ef- 
fective teacher plans interesting activities 
that show how math, reading, science and 
other subjects are important in "real life" 
-- and lets the children get out of their 
seats and work with each other. What 
kinds of papers does your child bring 
home -- mostly prepared work sheets, or 
lots of the child's own writing? Many ex- 
perts agree that too many work sheets are 
boring and do not develop the child's 
creative thinking skills. 


How can parents help? 


Here are some ways to encourage 
your child's natural love of learning: 

V Let your child know that you ex- 
pect her to try hard -- and let her know 
that you believe she is smart and can do 
well. Children need to feel their parents 
are proud of them and value them. 

V Ask about school every day. If 
your child sees that you think school is 
important, he will too. 

Check homework. Even if you 
don't know all the answers, be sure it is 
complete. If the child often says he 
doesn't have any homework, call the 
teacher right away -- Boston Public 
School policy is that every child must 
have homework every school night: 

¢ Kindergarten ... 15 minutes 
¢ Grades 1-2... 30 minutes 
¢ Grades 3-5... 60 minutes 

V Ask the teacher to let you know 
right away if your child is having trouble 
in school. Don't accept any excuses for 
why your child isn't learning -- it is the 
school's job to teach all children, both in 
the regular classroom and with special 
teachers and programs.

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VY Schedule a parent-teacher confer- 
ence. All schools must have two Open 
Houses a year (usually after the first re- 
port card in November and the third re- 
port card in May) when you can talk to 
the teacher. If you don't want to wait for 
the fall Open House, arrange another time 
with the teacher. 

V Read with your child, or have older 
children read to the younger ones. 

VY Take your child to community cul- 
tural events like Kwanzaa. 

Y Tell stories about when you were a 
child, and tell the stories your mother or 
father told you. 

Y Get your child a library card and 
visit the library regularly. 


Student Assignment 
News 


Everyone knows about the problems 
with the first year of Boston's new 
"controlled choice” assignment plan -- 
last-minute assignments, a complicated 
kindergarten policy, not enough 
information. But the State Dept. of 
Education recently reported that 78% of 
parents got their first choice school and 
10% got their 2nd choice; 8% got an 
"involuntary" assignment.

The BPS reports that 52 pre- 
schoolers, 160 K1, 170 K2, 92 grade 1 
and 158 grade 6 students are on waiting 
lists.

If you want your child to go to 
kindergarten, you must choose a school 
that still has seats available, or remain on 
a waiting list and hope a seat becomes 
available in the school you want.

Muchas investigaciones han 
demostrado que casi todos los nifios -- de 
todas las razas, culturas e ingresos 
familiares -- pueden aprender lo que las 
escuelas publicas estan supuestas de 
ensefiar. Pero, muchos estudiantes 
minoritarios no estan preparados para el 
tipo de aprendizaje y actividades sociales 
que la escuela espera, y muchos no 
alcanzan esas expectativas. 


La escuela es diferente del hogar 


Para comprender por qué muchos 
nifios minoritarios tienen problemas en la 
escuela, expertos en educatién ha tratado 
de ver "la escuela” através de los ojos de 
los nifios. ~Cémo es la escuela para ellos 
cada dia? 

Cuando muchos nifios minoritarios 
van a la escuela, ellos entran 
frecuentemente a un mundo muy 
diferente del de sus hogares y 
vecindarios. Ellos encuentran maestros 
de diferentes trasfondos raciales, 

‘culturales, y economicos que esperan que 
hablen Ingles "correcto,” sigan las reglas, 
y se comporten en maneras no esperadas 
o atin aceptadas en el hogar. Sus 
maestros les leen y esperan que ellos lean 
frecuentemente, aunque la lectura no sea 
parte de su vida en el hogar. Se espera 
que ellos aprendan destrezas que parecen

inutiles en su vida fuera de la escuela. 
Ellos deben sentarse por largos periodos 
de tiempo -- sin correr ni brincar. Si ellos 
no comprenden la leccién, sus maestros 
puede ser que los traten como si tuviesen 
algtin problema de aprendizaje, lo que 
hace que lo nifios se sientan mal. 

Para enfrentarse a estas nuevas y a 
veces temerosas experiencias, los nifios 
pueden o "portarse mal" y negarse a 
escuchar al maestro -- 0 pasivamente 
hacen lo minimo para "lograr pasar" pero 
nunca se entusiasman mucho sobre el 
aprendizaje -- o pueden aprender la nueva 
cultura y tener mucho exito en la escuela. 


éComo puede ayudar la escuela? 


Si es posible, visite la escuela. Todas 
las escuelas tienen una regla de "puerta 
abierta" y deben hacer que los padres se 
sientan bienvenidos. Es mejor llamer 
antes para notificarle al principal y 
maestro que va a ir. Fijese como el 
maestro controla la clase. ;Trata el 
maestro de incluir a todos los nifios en las 
discusiones y toma en serio a cada nifio? 
iParecen los nifios entusiasmados e 
interesados en la leccién? {Se les permite 
que ofrezcan comentarios 0 que 
solamente respondan preguntas? 
Averigue como ellos enfrentan el mal 
comportamiento. Las reglas de BPS 
dicen que el castigo no deben ser ni 
humillante ni degradante. 

Todos los nifios deben de ver y leer sobre 
personas como ellos en el salon de clases 
-- en libros, afiches, y en otro material -- 
y en la "vida real," atraves de visitantes 
especiales a la escuela y de viajes a 
presentaciones dramaticas, conciertos y 
museos sobre diferentes culturas. Mire

Para padres de escuela elemental en las Escuelas Publicas de Boston, de parte del Concilio de

Un maestro efectivo 
planifica actividades interesantes que 
ensefian como la matematica, lectura, 
Ciencia y otras asignaturas son 
importantes en la "vida real" -- y deja que 
los nifios se levanten de sus puestos y 
trabajen con otros nifios. ;Que clase de 
papeles trae su nifio a la casa -- 
mayormente papeles ya preparados o 
muchos escritos por su nifio? Muchos 
expertos estan de acuerdo que muchas 
hojas ya preparadas son aburridas y non 
desarrollan destrezas de pensar 
creativamente. 


éComo pueden ayudar los padres? 


Aqui hay algunas maneras para estimular 

el amor natural de su nifio por aprender: 

WY Dejele saber a su nifio que usted 
espera que trate de trabajar duro - y 
dejele saber que usted piensa que 
el/ella es inteligente y puede hacer un 
buen trabajo. Los nifios deben sentir 
que sus padres estan orgulloses de 
ellos y los valoran. 

V Preguntele sobre la escuela todos los 
dias. Si su hijo ve que usted piensa 
que la escuela es importante, el 
también lo pensara. 

 Repase las tareas. Atin si usted no 
sabe todas las respuestas, asegurese 
que esta completa.

Summertime smarts 


All kids need to have fun during sum- 
mer vacation. But learning doesn't have 
to end in June. Many children who are 
behind may need tutoring or summer 
school. Even children who have done 
well need encouragement to keep read- 
ing, and kids headed for 6th grade may 
benefit from a middle school "sneak pre- 
view." Here are a few ideas to help 
sharpen your child's learning skills:

GET YOUR HANDS ON A GOOD BOOK ! 


What if your child isn't 
promoted? 


This month, elementary school princi- 
pals will decide which children will be 
promoted and which will stay in the same 
grade next year. If your child is being 
"kept back," you're not alone. Last year, 
about 7% of BPS elementary students 
were not promoted. First graders have, 
by far, the highest non-promotion rate -- 
over 17%. Younger children often are 
kept back because the principal and 
teacher feel they are immature and need 
time to "catch up." Others may be behind 
because they didn't go to pre-school or 
kindergarten. Under Boston's Promotion 


Policy, children may also be kept back 
for poor attendance, low test scores and 
unsatisfactory school work. Children 
whose home language isn't English may 
need a program change -- parents should 
call the zone office and ask for a lan- 
guage assessment for their child. 

You should have been notified by the 
principal last February that your child 
was in danger of failing, and a "review 
team" of teachers and administrators 
should have developed an extra-help plan 
for your child. The principal may have 
recommended a "core evaluation" (series 
of tests and interviews) to see if the child 
qualifies for special services under Chap- 
ter 766. If you have questions about BPS 
special needs programs, or the core eval- 
uation process, call the Special Needs 
Parent Advisory Council, 723-2860. 

In June, the review teams will make 
recommendations to the principal about 
promotions. The team may recommend: 
* promoting a student even if the stu- 

dent hasn't met all the standards of the 
BPS Promotion Policy 
* promoting a student if he or she pass- 
es certain courses in summer school 
* keeping the student in the same grade. 
Most principals try hard to promote as 
many children as possible. Many recent 
studies show that keeping kids back is 
not an effective way to improve perfor- 
mance. Children who repeat a grade are 
more likely to drop out later. Some chil- 
dren have an even harder time the second 
year in a grade than they did the first 
time. You may agree that your child 
should repeat a grade -- but if you feel 
strongly that repeating won't help, call 
the principal right away. 
If your child is being "kept back": 
¢ Schedule a conference with the prin- 
cipal this month. Ask if your child can 
earn promotion over the summer -- 
such as by going to a reading camp or 
being tutored. Ask about signing a 
parent/school "contract" -- you agree 
to get help for your child, and the prin- 
cipal agrees to consider promoting the 
child if enough progress is made by 
mid-August. 

¢ Ask what will be different for your 
child next year. Many principals and 
other education experts recommend 
that children who repeat a grade be 
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given a different teacher and new ap- 
proach to learning. What didn't work 
the first time probably won't work the 
second time. A few schools have 
"transitional" classes which give chil- 
dren lots of extra help. Children often 
succeed in a "cooperative" classroom 
where students work in groups and 
learn from each other. Very small 
classes and one-to-one tutoring are 
also very effective. Don't settle for 
"more of the same." 


Ask if your child will have to repeat 
all work from the past year. If your 
2nd grader passed math but failed 
reading, could she take math with the 
3rd grade and reading with the 2nd 
grade? Can your child be promoted to 
the next grade during the year if he 
makes satisfactory progress? 


If the school can't offer your child a 
different teaching "style," or if your 
child would have to repeat with the 
same teacher, you might consider 
changing schools (often this is not pos- 
sible). Call your zone Parent Informa- 
tion Center for advice. 


Your child needs your help. An en- 
couraging word and a hug will do far 
more good than scolding. How else 
can you help? Read to your child as 
much as possible, or have an older 
brother or sister do it. One principal 
urges parents to talk with their chil- 
dren all the time, about everything -- 
language skills improve with practice. 
Visit your Parent Information Center 
for ideas on learning at home.

... a notice about the status of your 
child’s 1989/90 school assignment. All 
students will bring them home the week 
of June 7 -- even students who did not re- 
turn applications by the May 15 deadline. 


Students entering grades 2-5 and 7-11. 
Students who don't get one of their choic- 
es will be assigned by the BPS to their 
community district school. These stu- 
dents can't change their assignment. 


Students entering kindergarten, grade 
1 and grade 6. 

Most students will be assigned to one of 
the schools they listed on the application. 
Students who don't receive any of their 
choices, and students who did not retum 
an application by May 15, will not be as- 
signed to any school at this time. 


Students who don't receive their Ist or 
2nd choice will go on a waiting list for 
their 1st choice. 


All students who do not receive a school 
assignment will be contacted by Parent 
Information Center staff, who will advise 
them to make other choices and tell them 
which schools still have available seats. 


The deadline for this second round of ap- 
plications is June 30. Students who do 
not return applications by that date, or 
who still don't receive one of their choic- 
es, will be assigned by the School Dept. 
during July and August. 


If you return an application form during 
June, then decide you want to choose dif- 
ferent schools, you can change your 
choices -- as long as you do it by June 30.

La mayoria de los principales tratan de 
pasar de afio a la mayoria de estudiantes 
que les sea posible. Muchos estudios 
recientes ensefian que el atrasar 
estudiantes no es una manera efectiva de 
mejorar la actuaci6n de estos en la 
escuela. Los nifios que repiten un grado 
tienen mas probabilidades de desertar la 
escuela mas adelante. Algunos nifios 
tienen un tiempo aun mas dificil el 
segundo afio en un mismo grado que la 
primera vez. Usted puede estar de 
acuerdo en que su nifio debe repetir un 
grado -- pero si piensa verdaderamente 
que el repetir el grado no sera de ayuda, 
llame al principal immediatamente.

Students who get their second choice will 
not be put on the waiting list for their 
first choice. 


& Parents of students who are not as- 
signed during the Ist cycle may apply 
during the 2nd cycle. They will be con- 
tacted by Parent Center staff and told 
what choices are available. 


Y Students who don't receive one of 
their choices following the June 30 dead- 
line, or who still have not returned an ap- 
plication, will be assigned by the BPS. 
Parents also may complete an application 
or try to change an assignment during the 
summer, but choices will be very limited.

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Student assignment update 


Are you confused about the new student 
assignment plan approved by the School 
Committee last month? Do you know 
what your choices are, and where to find 
Out more? The next few issues of Par- 
ents’ Notebook will keep you posted. 


The new plan divides the city into three 
zones for elementary and middle schools, 
and a citywide zone for high schools. 
Parents may choose any school in their 
zone, but no choices are "guaranteed" -- 
students will be assigned 
based on racial guidelines, 
availability of seats, prefer- 
ence for brothers and sisters, 
and closeness to the school. 


There probably will be no in- 
voluntary assignments into or 
out of East Boston. The 
School Committee wil decide 
within two weeks. 


Kindergarten children are guaranteed a 
seat in a nearby half-day kindergarten 
which doesn't have to follow racial guide- 
lines, but if they wish to stay in that 
school for grade 1, they must reapply and 
are not guaranteed a place. 


Children who choose a kindergarten that 
does follow racial guidelines may stay in 
that school untii graduation. 


Q Who will be assigned under the new 
plan next September? 


All students going into K1, K2, grade 1 
and grade 6. Students going into grades 
2-5 and 7-12 will be assigned under the 
Tules of the current plan based on "geo- 
codes" (small geographic areas assigned 
to specific schools). This includes stu- 
dents already in the BPS, and students en- 
tering the BPS for the first time. 


By September 1990, all students in 
grades K1-12 will be assigned under the 
rules of the new plan.

A new student assignment plan for Bos- 
ton is in the works. Implementation of 
the "controlled choice plan" could begin 
in September 1989 for some students. 


What is the proposed plan all about? 
How will it affect your child? Will 
schools improve? Here are some answers 
-- but remember, these may change as the 
details of the plan are worked out. The 
School Committee has adopted the basic 
ideas of the plan and ordered Dr. Wilson 
to work out the details. A final public 
hearing will take place early this month, 
then the School Committee and State 
must approve it before it goes into effect. 


¢€ Will parents have more choice? 


About 83% of BPS students are now as- 
signed to a "community district” school 
based on their home address (geocode), 
and17% go to citywide magnet schools. 
This plan offers parents few choices. 


Under the proposed plan, three atten- 
dance zones -- North, East and West -- 
will replace existing geocodes for ele- 
mentary and middle school. All high 
schools will be citywide. Parents may 
make several choices from a list of 
schools in their zone. For example, if you 
live in Roxbury, you may choose from 
all schools in the West Zone because 
Roxbury will be in the West Zone. 


Seats will be assigned based on racial 
guidelines and available space. Parents 
will not be guaranteed that they will get 
any of their choices. However, in Cam- 
bridge, which already has a controlled 
choice plan, 75% of parents did get their 
first choice school and 95% got their sec- 
ond or third choice. 


@ What about racial guidelines? 


Each school's enrollment must reflect the 
racial population of its zone. Seats will 
be assigned on the basis of white/black/ 
other. School racial balances may vary 
10% to 15% from zone guidelines.

@ What if my child wants to stay 
in the same school? 


You will be allowed to keep your child in 
the same school until s/he graduates to 
the next higher level -- "grandfathering." 
For example, if your daughter is in the 
4th grade, she can stay in that school 
through 5th grade. For 6th grade, she 
must choose a middle school in her own 
zone. Students who are "grandfathered" 
to art out-of-zone school will get free 
transportation for at least two years. 


¢€ Suppose too many children 
apply to a school?

€ What will happen to schools 
chosen by too few parents? 


One of the major reasons for a new plan 
is to improve BPS schools. Schools that 
do not attract students will get special at- 
tention for three years to bring them up to 
par with other schools in the zone. 


@ What about kindergarten? 


Most K classes will be considered perma- 
nent school assignments. Your child will 
have the option of staying in the same 
elementary school from kindergarten to 
grade 5. 


You may also send your child to a nearby 
kindergarten which is exempt from racial 
guidelines, but you will not be guaran- 
teed a seat for grade 1 and will have to 
apply for a new assignment for first 


grade. 


@ What about special needs and 
bilingual classes? 


Under the proposed plan, bilingual and 
special education students (.4 and above) 
are expected to be assigned before regu- 
lar education students in each zone. They 
may also be mainstreamed (with services) 
and promoted within the same building. 


@ Will there still be magnet 
schools? | 


Most current magnet schools will enroll 
students living in their zones, the same as 
current community district schools. The 
Hermandez will remain a citywide magnet 
school until similar two-way bilingual 
schools can be set up in each zone. As of 
now, East Zone students may also choose 
the Lewenberg middle and Haley 
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elementary schools in the West Zone un- 
til their programs can be replicated in the 
East Zone. The Timilty, with its "Project 
Promise" program, will become a city- 
wide magnet. 


@ Will Early Learning Centers 
change? 


These will remain the same as now. The 
plan calls for new ELC's in each zone in 
the future. 


@ What will make schools 
improve? 


Since schools will no longer have guaran- 
teed enrollment, they will have to work at 
attracting students by improving educa- 
tional programs and by looking more 
welcoming. This should make schools 
more responsive to parents’ needs. 


Each zone will have a Zone Improvement 
and Planning Council to make sure that it 
has the same educational opportunities as 
the other zones. Parents can be nominated 
to these 13- member councils to take an 
active part in working for school im- 
provement. 


@ Where will parents go for help? 


Each zone will have a Parent Information 
Center staffed mostly by parents to help 
parents understand the new plan and 
make informed choices for their children. 
In addition, a student assignment officer 
in each zone will help parents with the as- 
signment process. 


@ Will there be more hearings? 


Three public hearings have already been 
held on the proposed assignment plan. 
Another one will be held on February 7 
(see Calendar). If you have questions, try 
to come to this meeting.

Where are they? 

There are AWC's in 21 schools: at 
least one elementary and one middle 
school in each of the 9 assignment dis- 
tricts, plus a Spanish bilingual AWC. 
Students are invited to the AWC in their 
district. 


How does the BPS decide whom to 
invite? 

Eligibility is based on scores from the 
Metropolitan Achievement Test and the 
BPS Curriculum Referenced Tests. The 
BPS uses scores from the tests taken in 
the spring of grade 2 to choose students 
for grade 4 AWC's. Admission to grade 
4 Spanish bilingual AWC's is based on 
scores from a test taken in February of 
grade 3. Classes also must follow court- 
ordered racial guidelines.

However, there will be no changes in 
AWC assignments for grades 4-5 next 
year. Grade 6 is still undecided. 


Have there been problems with 
AWC assignments? 

Yes, especially this year. According to 
the Boston Herald, over 40 students who 
scored low enough on some of the tests to 
qualify for remedial help were eligible 
for assignment to AWC's while hundreds 
of students who scored much higher were 
not invited. As of Jan. 20 there were 212 
empty seats. Vacancies are caused by: 
students not accepting the invitations, stu- 
dents transferring out of the program, and 
the cumbersome process used to fill emp- 
ty seats which results in eligible students 
remaining on the waiting list. 


What is the BPS doing to make ad- 
mission to AWC's more fair? 

A special committee has been studying 
the problem and will make recommenda- 
tions to the School Committee. The BPS 
promises improvements for next year.

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Talking with the teacher 


November often brings the first snow- 
fall... and for Boston public school [BPS] 
students, it also brings the first report 
card. When you sign the report card, 
you'll notice there is a box to check if 
you want a conference with the teacher. 
Should you ask to see the teacher if your 
child seems to be doing well? When is 
the best time for a conference? What 
should you ask? 


@ Can I have a parent-teacher 
conference at Open House? 


You may be able to have a conference 
about your own child at Open House. If 
the teacher is busy with many parents, 
arrange another time for your conference. 

All Boston public schools must have 
two open houses each year which teachers 
must attend. Most schools schedule the 
first one just after the first report card. 

Open House is a good time to look 
around the school and meet the principal 
and teacher. All classrooms and special 
rooms [art, library, etc.] should be open, 
with displays of student art, writing and 
projects. The teacher should: 

Q1 show you some of your child's work. 

Q describe what the class will be doing 
in each subject, and show you the 
textbooks. Are there enough books at 
the right level for each child? 

QO explain how the class is organized. 
Are there small groups for reading and 
math? How does the teacher help 
children who learn slower or faster 
than the others? 

explain how children are picked for ac- 

__ tivities like chorus and computer club. 

Q)_ be sure parents understand the rules for 

homework and discipline:

Discipline. Each school has its 
own rules for handling minor prob- 
lems. Punishment must not be "de- 
grading, demeaning or physical." 
Call the principal if you question 
how your child is being disciplined. 


€ But I can't go to Open House! 


Parents may visit any BPS school any 
time during regular school hours. If you 
want to speak to the principal or teacher, 
call ahead for an appointment. If school 
staff discourage your visit, call your dis- 
trict Community Superintendent [ask the 
school secretary for the number]. 


@ Before your conference... 


Whether your child is doing well or is 
having problems, try to meet with the 
teacher to be sure the school is giving 
your child the best education possible. 

Q Tell your child you're meeting with 
the teacher and see if there's anything 
he/she would like you to talk about. 

Q) If you have any concerns or com- 
plaints, write notes to yourself so 
you don't forget to ask. Be sure to 
bring up questions about classroom 
and school rules and programs. 

Q1 Tell the principal or teacher ahead of 
time that you will want to see your 
child's school record so she/he will 
have it ready for you. By law, the 
school should inform parents in writ- 
ing annually of their right to see their 
child's record, and the school must 
provide it no more than two week- 
days after a parent asks. The record 
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has test scores, grades and comments 
by teachers and other school staff. 

For more information on the student 
record, ask the principal or the BPS 
Legal Department 726-6320. Spe- 
cial education parents: call the Special 
Needs PAC 723-2860 or the Special 
Education Dept. 726-6200 x 5900. 
If possible, don't bring either the 
school child or younger children to the 
conference. 

If you don't speak English and the 
teacher doesn't speak your language, 
you may bring a friend as an 
interpreter. 


What should I ask the teacher? 


Some good questions are: 

Is my child in different groups for dif- 
ferent subjects? Why? 

How well does my child get along 
with others? 

What are my child's best and worst 
subjects? 

Is my child in any extra help or en- 
richment groups? 

Is my child working up to his or her 
ability? 

Does my child participate in class dis- 
cussions and activities? 

Have you noticed any sudden changes 
in the way my child acts, such as 
squinting or tiredness, that may be a 
sign of a physical problem? 

What kind of tests are being done? 
What do the tests tell about my child's 
progress? How does my child handle 
taking tests? 

Does my child have a discipline prob- 
lem? How does the teacher handle it? 
How can I help my child do better? 


End the conference by summing up 


decisions you and the teacher have made 
and writing down an "action plan." 


€@ What if I am uncomfortable 
about something going on in the 
classroom? 


Don't hesitate to tell the principal. If 
the principal can't help, call your district 
Community Superintendent. If you're 
still not satisfied, call the Citywide Par- 
ents Council 720-0370.

Crowded classrooms. Many elemen- 
tary schools report classes exceeding re- 
quired limits [25 in kindergarten, 28 in 
grades 1-5]. In schools with extra room, 
overlarge classes should be divided with a 
new teacher. In those with no spare 
room, the BPS must assign a second 
teacher. In some schools, the BPS is 
creating combined grade classes [such as a 
grade 4-5 class] to avoid hiring another 
teacher, a practice discouraged by parents, 
principals and the teachers' union. Raise 
the issue at an SPC meeting! 


Half-day kindergarten sessions re- 
verse in February... but call the principal 
now if you want your child to stay in his/ 
her current time slot. Principals can fill 
very few such requests. 


Parents of bilingual special needs 
children: the Special Needs PAC says 
that, because there aren't enough bilingual 
psychologists, some core evaluations are 
not being completed within 30 days as 
the law requires. Has your child's IEP 
been delayed? Call SpedPAC 723-2860.

What's for lunch? 


Ever since school lunches were invent- 
ed, kids have been making jokes about 
them. But what is lunch time really like? 

The BPS serves about 30,000 lunches 
a day. Of these, about 90% are provided 


money. The BPS tells kitchen staff to 
avoid serving free lunches to students 
who aren't eligible for them; the BPS 
must pay for all meals not accounted for. 
You can apply for free meals anytime. 


free or at a reduced price through a federal 
program. At 13 elementary schools, 
meals are prepared in the school kitchen. 
At the others, meals are pre- 
pared at a central kitchen and 
delivered ready to serve. 
While the menus may dif- 
fer, the BPS says the qual- 
ity of all meals is about 
the same. 

How good is the 
food? Ina recent study by 
Washington-based "Public 
Voice for Food & Health Poli- 
cy," Boston school lunches rated fairly 
high. The BPS recently has reduced fat 
and sodium. The most popular meals are 
pizza, fish, chicken, hamburgers and hot 
dogs. To encourage good eating habits, 
the BPS plans to serve some lunches in 
"Happy Meals" type boxes and bags. 

What if my child forgets lunch 
money or I didn't return the ap- 
plication for free meals? BPS poli- 
cy is that no child should go hungry. 
Kitchen managers have been told to give 
a breakfast to children who forget lunch 


Applications are available at each school. 

What happens after lunch? 

Students are supposed to eat 
lunch in 20-25 minutes. The 
teachers’ lunch period is 40 
minutes. During meals and 
before the teacher comes 
back, lunch monitors are in 
charge, hired and supervised by 
the principal. They earn $6.14 
an hour for 3-5 hours a day. 
After-lunch activities vary. At some 

schools, the children go out to play. 
Monitors may -- but don't have to -- orga- 
nize and teach games. In others, students 
get school work right after lunch. 

Ask your child what happens during 
and after lunch. If there's a problem with 
a monitor or the school's lunch rules, call 
the principal or raise the issue at an SPC 
meeting.

Do you have a bus problem? 


The Boston Public Schools [BPS] 
Transportation Unit runs nearly 3000 bus 
trips a day for 22,000 students. Most go 
smoothly -- students are picked up and 
dropped off safely and on time. But dur- 
ing the first month of school, Transporta- 
tion Unit [TU] phones ring off the hook 
all day with parents complaining about 
everything from extra-long rides to delays 
in assigning alternate bus stops. What -- 
if anything -- can parents do about these 
problems? 


@ "Why don't they answer the 
phone?" 


It can takes hours, even days, to get 
through to both the TU direct line 726- 
6260 and the "hot line" 227-4516. 
According to TU director Charles Puglisi, 
the reasons are: 

+ There isn't enough staff to handle the 
heavy volume of calls in the first few 
weeks of school. 

* Parents call the TU for information 
they could get from the principal. The 
most common questions: "What's my 
bus number?” "Where's my stop?" 
"What time is my pick-up?" Parents 
should try calling the school first. 

* Parents call the hot line for non- 
emergencies so that callers with emer- 
gencies can't get through. The TU 
asks parents to use the hot line for 
emergencies only. 

Note: The TU hot line is staffed from 

6:30 a.m. - 7 p.m. After hours, calls 

are automatically forwarded to the BPS 

Safety & Security Office, 445-9408. 
Some hints: 

* Your district office may be able to help 
with transportation problems. 

* Best time to call the TU: early to mid- 
morning. Worst times: lunch time and 
after 6 p.m. 
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¢ Try reaching the TU through the BPS 
switchboard, 726-6200 x 5515. 


@ "The bus ride is way too long!" 


The TU tries to keep all bus rides 
under one hour; most average 35-45 min- 
utes. Special needs trips are limited by 
law to one hour. All routes and stops are 
figured out by TU transportation officers: 
¢ District A....... Martha Clemence 
¢ District B....... William Phillips 
ee DISHICE Ge. Karen Tolliver-Mathis 
¢ District D........ Gerald Small

* Some Dist. E schools are handled by 

other officers. 

This year, 32 schools have new opening 
and closing hours to cut transportation 
costs, and many routes had to be refig- 
ured. Many parents and principals have 
reported route problems. While the TU 
admits that routes and stops need some 
“fine tuning," the top priority is assign- 
ing stops to new students, and transporta- 
tion officers have little time for anything 
else. Parents requesting route and stop 
changes should not expect quick service. 


@ "There's no monitor on my 
child's bus!" 


Chances are 2 out of 3 that your child's 
bus doesn’t have a bus attendant, al- 
though in 1986 the School Committee 
ordered them for every bus. Principals 
hire and assign them for corner to comer 
routes. Monitors for door-to-door service 
for special needs students are hired and 
assigned by the Special Ed. Dept. If 
your child needs a monitor, it must be 
stated in the transportation section of the 
IEP. The BPS must provide a back-up 
monitor if the regular monitor is absent. 
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@ "I work and need a bus stop near 
the babysitter. Help!" 


Alternative transportation -- having the 
bus stop near the daycare provider rather 
than near home -- is essential for many 
working parents. For them, not having an 
"alternative" stop is as serious as having 
no stop at all. 

BPS policy says students can be 
assigned an alternative stop even if the 
babysitter is less than a mile from school 
or if the child walks to school, as long as 
the requested stop is on one of the 
school's regular routes and there is a seat 
available on the bus. The TU sent 40,000 
applications for alternate transportation to 
the schools in the last week of June. Only 
100 were processed over the summer. 
While the TU says about 70% of applica- 
tions received now have been either 
approved or returned as incomplete, many 
parents still report problems in getting 
this service. Why? 
¢ There are several reasons for the poor 

response rate to the June distribution: 

® By June 27 many students were no 
longer going to school. 

Many students lose notices before 

they get home. 

Most parents can't make firm after- 

school daycare plans until August. 

¢ As with other route and stop changes, 
the TU considers alternate transporta- 
tion a lower priority than assigning 
stops to new students, so parents ask- 
ing for it get put on “hold."

Spotlight on School Parent Councils 


You've heard it before -- being in- 
volved in your child's education helps 
both your child and the school. But how 
do you find the time? 

"Parent involvement" doesn't have to 
mean volunteering in the library or going 
to meetings every week. You are "in- 
volved" if you ask your child about 
school every day, check homework as- 
signments [BPS policy requires that all 
students get homework every weekday], 
and call the teacher or principal with 
problems. 

Another way to be involved if your 
time is limited is to attend School Parent 
Council [SPC] meetings as often as pos- 
sible, even if you can't be on the Execu- 
tive Committee or other working com- 
mittees. Every Boston public school has 
an SPC, and all parents of children in the 
school are members. Most meet month- 
ly. You can find out what's going on in 
the school, ask the principal questions, 
and keep in touch with other parents. 

SPC elections are this month [see Cal- 
endar for dates and times]. At the election 
meeting, parents choose an Executive 
Committee, at least two co-chairs and a 
treasurer who plan meetings, organize 
special events, keep in contact with the 
principal, School Department and School 


Committee, invite guest speakers and 
keep track of SPC money. SPCs are 
advised and supported by the Citywide 
Parents Council, 720-0370. 

This year may bring big changes: 

* All BPS contracts, including the 
teachers’ contract, are being negotiated. 

* The School Committee is drafting a 
new student assignment plan. 

* The BPS is starting to move in the di- 
rection of more authority and account- 
ability for principals and teachers at 
the school level. 

* Parents will evaluate principals for the 
first time as part of the community 
superintendent's annual review. 

All these issues directly affect parents. A 

good place to keep informed and voice 

your concerns is at SPC meetings. 
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What's New at School? 


After a long, hot summer, it's "back to 
school" for over 55,000 Boston public 
school [BPS] students. What's new, and 
what isn't? 


@ New reading programs 


All schools are focusing on reading, writ- 

ing and language arts, and each is develop- 

ing its own programs, some with funding 
from the state. Watch for changes: 

* For the first time, all BPS students in 
grades K-8, including Chapter 1 reme- 
dial reading classes, will be using the 
same series of reading books. Some 
teachers are enthusiastic; others are tak- 
ing a “wait and see" attitude. 

* In addition to the basal reader, your 
child will be doing more writing, lis- 
tening, and reading "real books." 

* All students in grades 1-8 will spend 
2 1/2 hours a day on reading. 

* Before September 30, school staff will 
evaluate each child's reading skills -- 
based on May 1988 Metropolitan 
Achievement Test scores, other tests 
and teacher recommendations -- so the 
child gets a reader which matches his/ 
her reading level. 

* Seventeen elementary Chapter 1 "teach- 
er's aide” positions have been cut, so 
some students, especially in larger 
schools, will be getting less individual 
attention than last year. 

* There will be no after-school reading 
classes because of budget restrictions. 


@ "Met" scores 


If your child was in grade 1-11 last year 
he or she probably took the Metropolitan 
Achievement Test -- the "Met" -- last 
May. Results are used to place students 


in various extra-help and enrichment 
classes. Call the principal to get your 
child's score. If your child scored below 
the 40th percentile, ask what remedial 
help he or she will receive. 


@ Building improvements 


Your child may be starting school to the

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Tests, Tests and More Tests 


DRP. MAT. CRT. SABE. MEAP. 
This may sound like alphabet soup, but 
in fact the letters stand for standardized 
tests that Boston students take every year. 
Results are used to measure the progress 
and mastery of skills of individual stu- 
dents, schools or systems against others 
taking the same test. 


Metropolitan Achievement Tests 


All regular education students in 
grades 1-12 and many special education 
and bilingual students take the MAT -- or 
"Met" -- in May. Results are used to 
compare students and schools in hundreds 
of systems across the USA, in urban, 
suburban and rural areas representing 
many racial, ethnic, social and economic 
groups. 

The MAT measures reading and math 
achievement. It doesn’t test how your 
child learns, or what learning problems he 
or she may have. Scores are used: 

* To place students in Advanced Work 
Classes [scores from grades 2-4 are 
used for AWC placement in grades 4- 
6]; remedial programs such as Chapter 
1 and after-school reading classes; and 
various in-school extra help and en- 
richment groups. 

* To decide if students in grades 1, 5,8 
and 12 will be promoted, beginning in 
June 1990. 

Results from the May 1987 tests were 
mailed home last winter. Watch for re- 
sults of the May 1988 MAT next fall. 
Parents can also get their child's score 


from the teacher in September. 


There are two scores: the "percentile" 
and the "grade equivalent." The percentile 
score tells what percentage of a national 
sample of students who took the test in 
1985 scored the same as or below your 
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child. A score of 50 is the national medi- 
an [a kind of average]; half the students 
taking the test scored over 50 and half 
scored 50 or below. The BPS considers 
that students scoring at or below 40 are 
"at risk." By that standard, almost 
13,000 BPS students need help in read- 
ing, and 12,000 in math. 


The "grade equivalent" is supposed to 
tell the grade and month for which your 
child's reading and math skills are typical. 
For example, a 4.5 is an average score for 
a child in the Sth month of 4th grade. 
But beware... the MAT writers warn that 
this score can be very inaccurate if it is 
more than two years above or below your 
child's actual grade. A second grader scor- 
ing 8.2 in reading is a good reader, but 
not ready for 8th grade! 
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May 1988 


MAT scores in BPS elementary 
schools vary widely, with grade 5 median 
scores ranging from 30-88 in reading and 
37-97 in math. Twelve out of 77 schools 
had a median reading score above 70, 
while 25 schools scored below 50. In 
math, 68 schools were above the 50th 
percentile. 

Because the scores are used to make 
student placement decisions, the MAT is 
the most important test in the BPS. 


Curriculum Referenced Tests 


All BPS students, grades K-12, take 
the CRT's in June. The tests are devel- 
oped by BPS staff and are scored by the 
teachers in each building. 

They test students' mastery of subjects 
required by the BPS for each grade -- what 
students should have learned during the 
year. Grades K-8 take tests in reading, 
language arts, math and science. Grades 3- 
5 are also tested in social studies. Some 
students have had trouble with the CRT's 
in some subjects because the required cur- 
riculum was not covered.

Know the Score 


¢ Does your child's score seem "way 
off"? Despite a careful scoring pro- 
cess, the scanning machine may have 
scored the test incorrectly. You can 
request that the test be hand-scored. 
Ask the principal. 


Are your child's scores missing? 
Sometimes scores are "lost" because 
the wrong student number is put on a 
score sheet. It may take awhile, but 
eventually the BPS should be able to 
find missing tests. If your child is a 
special needs or bilingual student, he 
or she may have been exempted from 
taking the test. Ask the principal. 


¢ Be sure the school gives you your 
child's test scores: the MAT, DRP, 
CRT and Basic Skills. Ask to see 
MAT scores for each part of the test, 
such as comprehension and vocabu- 
lary. If you don't understand them, 
call the teacher. If your child is 
identified as "at risk," ask what the 
school is doing to help. The princi- 
pal should give you the dates of all 
tests so you can be sure your child 
is well rested and in school. 


Your SPC can ask the principal for 
class by class scores on all these 
tests. Ask how the school is work- 
ing on "weak spots."

CRT scores: 

* are used to select students for Ad- 
vanced Work Classes, along with the 
MAT. 

* count as 20% of the final grade. 

The scores, which should appear on 
the report card in June, show the percent- 
age of correct answers. 60% is passing. 


Degrees of Reading Power 


The DRP tests the student's ability to 
understand nonfiction passages written at 
different levels of difficulty. 

To be promoted from grades 5, 8 and 
12, students must score a minimum, set 
by the BPS. Statistics are not available 
on how many students were not promoted 
last June because of low DRP scores. 

Students have three chances to pass 
the DRP: in May of grades 4, 7 and 11, 
and in January and May of grades 5, 8 and 
n2¢ 

Scores are available at the school in 
late June or September. 


Mass. State Basic Skills Tests 


Students in grades 3, 6 and 9 take 
these tests in October, which measure 
reading, writing and math skills. Scores 
are used to identify students at risk of 
failing. The state defines "at risk" as any

student who fails at least one Basic Skills 
Test. By that standard, 34% of all BPS 
grade 3 students are "at risk" compared 
with 14% statewide. 

Parents receive a letter from the school 
in February stating whether the student 
passed or failed. 

Other state tests, called the Mass. Edu- 
cational Assessment Program, are given 
every other spring to grades 3, 7 and 11. 
They survey a broad range of skills at the 
school, district and state levels and are not 
scored for individual students. 


SPED and Bilingual Testing 


Most special education and bilingual 
students are exempt from one or more 
standardized test. 

* Bilingual students exempted from Eng- 
lish language tests are required to take 
similar tests in their native language. 

¢ Spanish bilingual students are chosen 
for Spanish Advanced Work Classes 
based on their scores on the SABE, 
taken in February of grades 3-5. 

e Many SPED students are exempt from 
standardized tests. Exemption is decided 
by the core evaluation team and must 
be noted in the Individualized Education 
Plan [IEP]. Of SPED students taking 
the tests, scores of students designated 
.1 and .2 are counted in school averag- 
es; scores of .3’s and .4's aren't. 

e In addition, SPED students are given 
diagnostic tests every three years. 


A word of warning... 


Standardized tests are only one of 
many ways to measure school and student 
achievement. Schools with high scores 
may not be "better" than those with lower 
scores. Some schools score high on one 
test and low on another. Getting to know 
a school, its staff and programs will give 
you a more accurate picture.

School Buildings: Big Problems, Signs of Hope 


It's spring cleaning time -- and few build- 
ings need it more than Boston's public 
schools. From classrooms to restrooms, 
inside and out, most are dirty and in need 
of renovation and repair. Some have seri- 
ous problems, including asbestos and ro- 
dents. How did they get this way? Is 


| anyone doing anything to improve them? 
_-\What can parents do? 


Maintenance and Repair 


Almost half of the schools are over 50 
years old, and 83% are over 15 years old, 
the age when major systems such as roofs 
Start to need replacement. Boston has 
spent almost no money in the last 25 
years to modernize older buildings, and 
most of the budget for buildings is spent 
on emergency repairs, not preventive up- 
keep. In other words, a cracked ceiling 
isn't fixed until it falls down. 


Some of the most common problems are: 
@ leaky roofs 

too much/too little heat 

broken windows 

poor lighting 

outdated/broken plumbing 

worn out paint [hardly any schools 

have been painted in the past 15 

years, only administrative offices] 


To request minor repairs such as replacing 
broken window glass, the principal sends 
in a Form 20. Many principals send in 
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Form 20's only for emergencies because 
they believe nothing will happen. 


For bigger jobs, principals write a BD 5 -- 
a list of the school's maintenance and re- 
pair priorities -- with help from the SPC 
or School Improvement Council, senior 
custodian, and BPS Planning & Engineer- 
ing Dept. School BD 5's go to the dis- 
trict Community Superintendent, who 
sends a BD 5 for the district to Planning 
& Engineering. The BPS budget for 
school maintenance is $8 million, but ex- 
perts agree that $13-20 million is needed, 
sO many requested repairs are not made. 


Going to the Bathroom 


Ask your child about the school rest- 
rooms. Do they smell? Are there toilet 
seats and doors on the stalls? Are there 
toilet paper, soap and paper towels? Is 
there adult supervision? Are any of them 
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locked? Is your child afraid to use them? 
The Citywide Parents Council, which di- 
rects parent monitoring of schools, has 
found restroom problems in most build- 
ings. Many are dirty and have no soap or 
paper supplies. Athough Health Dept. 
rules say these must be available, some 
principals and custodians don't put them 
out so students can't misuse them -- such 
as by clogging toilets with paper towels. 


Custodians 


Every school has at least one custodian, 
and larger schools have more. There are 
two levels of custodians, junior and sen- 
ior. Both must pass a Civil Service Test. 
They are paid more than custodians in 
any other city department, earning 
$21,000-$32,000 a year. Their overtime 
pay rate [$26/hour] is higher than for 
teachers [$21/hour].

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Junior custodians are supervised by senior 

custodians. While senior custodians soon 

will be supervised by principals, they are 

now supervised by area managers respon- 

sible for about 30 schools each. Custodi- 

ans are supposed to: 

e clean the restrooms with appropriate 
detergents and disinfectants 

@ sweep, wash and wax floors 

e take care of desks, doors, window- 
shades, bubblers and toilets 

e make minor repairs of furniture and 
other equipment, including plumbing, 
heating and electrical fixtures 

e replace fuses and light bulbs 

@ mow grass, trim shrubs and clean up 
schoolyard litter 

@ remove snow from walks and paths 

@ start, clean and check the heating and 
ventilation systems 

@ take precautions to eliminate fire haz- 
ards and prevent accidents. 


While some custodians work hard and 
keep their buildings clean, there have 
been serious problems: 

e There are rules for how often jobs 
should be done, but no standards for 
how clean schools must be. 

e A 1986 study by the Boston Finance 
Commission found accountability

@ The court-ordered Unified Facilities 
Plan [UFP], a 5-year schedule of 
school alterations and repairs approved 
in 1985, is underway with $148 mil- 
lion from the city. The UFP includes 
major work such as new roofs, boilers, 
windows and classroom renovations in 
78 schools. 

@ The new Facilities Management direc- 
tor, William McAfee, says all health 
and safety-related emergency repairs 
will be handled immediately following 
a phone call from the principal, and he 
promises that all Form 20's will be 
processed within 10 days. 

e@ Mr. McAfee plans to:

...driving 30,000 Boston students to and 
from school every day. Most school bus- 
es operate safely and on time. Yet the 
going can get rough, and with many peo- 
ple responsible for the many parts of the 
service, solving problems isn't easy. 
We'll use the familiar song to show how 
the system works, with a few new verses: 


"The owner of the bus..." 


The Boston School Dept. [BPS] owns all 
buses used for comer-to-comer service, 
and pays a "for-profit" company, Nation- 
al School Bus [NSB], to operate and 
maintain them. NSB passes all expenses 
related to bus operation on to the BPS. 
NSB is fined $50 for late and $100 for 
missed runs: $25,000 last year total. 


The BPS Transportation Dept., with a 
budget of $22,000,000, must by law pro- 
vide safe, timely, reliable transportation 
to Boston students to and from school, 
and for all special programs. Transporta- 
tion's responsibilities include: 

e Deciding who will receive transporta- 
tion, mapping routes, and choosing 
corer stops -- and changing them 
when necessary. 

e Negotiating contracts and maintaining 
daily contact with the bus companies. 

@ Handling all complaints from parents 
and principals, from unsafe stops and 
no-show buses to problem drivers. 


"The horn on the bus goes 
beep, beep, beep..." 


The BPS owns 255 "big yellow buses," 
52 half-buses and 44 mini-buses. All 
must comply with hundreds of federal and 
State safety regulations; for instance, 

they must have flashing red lights and 
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fireproof seats. "Stop arm" signs aren't 
required by law, but all newer buses have 
them. All vehicles now have two-way ra- 
dios. Only mini-buses have seat belts. 
NSB's policy is that drivers should be 
sure passengers are buckled up. 


All buses are inspected 5 times a year by 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles, and by 
their drivers every day. The legal capacity 
of big buses is 65, and BPS policy says 
no standees. The BPS provides spare 
buses to cover break-downs, but there 
aren't always enough. All BPS-owned 
buses were bought from 1979-1985; most 
are Over 7 years old. 
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"The driver on the bus says, 
"Move on back...'" 


NSB hires, trains, assigns and disciplines 
the bus drivers, who belong to the United 
Steelworkers’ Union and are paid $11.16/ 
hr. Drivers must have a special license, 
renewed every year. To get a license to 
drive a big bus, applicants must complete 
20 hours of training. At renewal time, 
the Registry does a "probation check." 
Drivers convicted of driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol, drug use, or morals 
charges, however, immediately lose their 
licenses. Applicants for new licenses can't 
get one if they've been convicted of any 
crime in the last 5 years. Drivers must: 
e check that all children are off the bus 
at the end of the run. 
@ pull as close to the curb as possible. 
@ stay stopped with lights flashing while 
children cross in front of the bus. 

@ not hit or verbally abuse children. 
@ not wear headphones. 
@ remain in their seat [sometimes they

Most of the 330 drivers transporting Bos- 

ton students are reliable. However: 

e NSB says the average driver misses 22 
work days out of 180, so many substi- 
tute drivers are on the road every day. 

e While sub drivers can check a route 
map at the bus yard, they have no map 
or directional routing on the bus, only 
locations and times of stops. 


The Transportation Dept. logs all written 
and phone complaints about drivers and 
sends them to NSB, whose policy of 
"progressive discipline" goes from verbal 
to written warnings to suspension with- 
out pay, depending on the number and 
seriousness of offenses. Suspended driv- 
ers may not drive any route. 


"The monitor on the bus 
says, 'Sit down, please...'" 


Chances are 2 out of 3 that your child's 
bus doesn't have a monitor. All schools 
are budgeted for one "bus attendant" and 
additional attendants with the 4th, 7th and 
10th buses. The principal hires and as- 
signs monitors, often staff or parents, 
who get $10/trip. They should help chil- 
dren on and off the bus and across the 
street and maintain order, among other du- 
ties. 


Who Isn't On the Bus?

It's a Very Long Song... 


At the School Committee's Feb. 17 hear- 
ing, parent demands included: 
monitors on all regular and special 
needs vehicles, citing cases of injury 
and trauma to their children. 
Stops based on the parents’ designated 
address, not necessarily home address. 


About 3,400 special needs students 
receive door-to-door service on vehicles 
operated and maintained by Transcomm, a 
private, "for-profit" company. 

@ Out-of-city service. Vehicles are 
owned by Transcomm. All are new. 

e@ In-city service. Vehicles are owned by 
the BPS and operated by ICBM, a 
Transcomm subsidiary. 

Last year the BPS fined Transcomm 
$22,000 for late and missed runs. 

All vehicles have seat belts and two- 
way radios. Transcomm/ICBM hires, 
trains and disciplines the drivers, who 
must have a Pupil Transportation license, 
renewed each year by the Registry. 
Drivers earn $7.55-11.16 per hour. 

Monitors for door-to-door service are 
hired and assigned by the BPS Special Ed.

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Inside Boston's Middle Schools 


Whether you are the parent of a child 
in first grade or in fifth grade, you proba- 
bly have concerns about sending your 
child to middle school for sixth grade. 
Are they safe? How are they different 
from elementary schools? What subjects 
are taught? Do they have special pro- 
grams? 

No middle school is "typical." While 
all have many things in common, they 
each have their own unique programs and 
climate. The only way to find out what 
is available in any one middle school is 
to call the school, and ask. 


What Are They Like? 


Unlike elementary school, a middle 
school student usually takes different 
courses with different teachers, going 
from class to class. Each 6th grader takes 
a "core curriculum” of English, reading, 
math, social studies, science and gym. 

To keep students from feeling "lost," 
most schools group them in "clusters." 
Students in a cluster share the same 
homeroom, take all academic classes to- 
gether, and are taught by a team of teach- 
ers. The cluster often stays in one area of 
the school for all courses. 

Often to parents' surprise, Boston's 
middle schools have many special pro- 
grams. Here are just a few examples: 


* Exploratory courses. Some run for a © 
full year, others for a few weeks. 
These classes vary greatly from school 
to school; one might offer Spanish 
and printing, while another might 

. have electronics and quilting. 

* After-school sports and clubs for boys 
and girls, including track, basketball, 
yearbook, and others. 
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* Project Promise, a special program at 
the Cleveland, Timilty and Thomp- 
son, which gives students extra time 
for work on basic skills and enrich- 
ment activities through a longer 
school day and Saturday classes. 

* Academically Talented Classes in eve- 
ry district in grade 6, a continuation of 
Advanced Work Classes for grades 4-5. 
Admission is by invitation, based on 
test scores. {FP 726-6200 x 5467 

* Programs for high achievers in many 
schools. 

* Mini-courses in some schools, often 
taught by parents and volunteers. 

* Programs for students who need help. 
A few of these are: 

e Chapter 1 and other small reading 
and math classes to supplement reg- 
ular classes, some after school. 

e@ RECAP in most middle schools, 
offering students who have been 
"kept back" the chance to earn pro-

The Edwards ' "Project Primus" for 
the academically talented has a curriculum 
which, in many areas, parallels the Latin 
schools’. The Gavin's "Promising Prac- 
tices" program involves students tutoring 
students. 

At the King, Friday afternoons are re- 
served for clubs, from chess to cheerlead- 
ing. The Lewenberg has an award win- 
ning writing program and 15 student pub- 
lications. 

The Mackey is a bilingual/ 
multicultural middle school; all students 
learn in two languages, English and 
Spanish.

Great... But Are They Safe? 
Many of Boston's middle schools 
have changed dramatically over the past 
few years. The efforts of principals and 
teachers to create a positive, calm, safe 
learning environment are paying off. 
When you visit, you will find that most 
are quiet and orderly. 
New policies and programs have been 
ee to help: 
The BPS Code of Discipline, which 
sets strict rules for behavior. Students 
violating the rules may be suspended 
or expelled. 

* Professional counseling, from both 
school staff and outside agencies. 

* A crisis intervention team of school 
police trained to defuse tense situa- 
tions. 

* The Barron Assessment & Counseling 
Center, a 5-10 day program for stu- 
dents caught with dangerous objects in 
school. [Students caught with guns are 
expelled.] 

* Referral to grade 8 classes at two high 
schools for students who are "out of 
place” with their classmates because of 
age, Size, etc. 

* An alternative program in each district 
[planned] to remove disruptive stu- 
dents from regular classrooms and pro- 
vide academic classes and counseling.

6-8] 

the Mackey in the South End [gr. 6-8] 

the Wheatley in Roxbury [gr. 6-8] 

the McKay in East Boston [gr. K-6] 
Students in District A may apply for 

the Tobin, the only school in the city for 

grades K-8. 

Assignment to magnet schools is 
based on computer lottery and racial 
guidelines. For a chance at a seat ina 
magnet school, you must mark your — 
choice on the assignment form, coming 
home with your child in late March, and 
return it within two weeks. 

Two other schools have middle 
school grades: Latin Academy and Latin 
School for grades 7-12, with admission 
based on test scores. Students may enter 
them at 7th and 9th grade.

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On January 4, the 1988 Boston 
School Committee takes office for two 
years and will elect officers. Because what 
the Committee does affects our children 
and our schools, we surveyed the mem- 
bers on their backgrounds and priorities 
for the coming year.

eeoulgning on 1 After-School Reading Classes | 


"Great Expectations" is the theme for 
voluntary after-school reading classes be- 
ginning in late January in 15 elementary 
and 10 middle schools. All students in 
grades 4-8 who scored below the 40th per- 
centile on last year's Metropolitan 
Achievement Test [MAT] are eligible. 
Because seats are limited -- 600 openings 
for 4800+ students -- those most in need 
of remediation will be invited. 

Each class of 8-12 students will meet 
three afternoons/week for 90 minutes. In 
most cases, the after-school teacher -- a 
specially trained, certified reading special- 
ist -- will be one already working in that 
school. 

What is taught and how is up to each 
teacher, with each student's remedial plan 
geared to that student's needs. Teachers are 
being encouraged to use high-interest 
methods such as "book clubs," reading 
several books on one theme, and reading 
aloud. 

The classes will not be "study halls." 

Students will still be expected to do 
homework after they get home. 


Before the program starts, however, 
there are several issues the School Com- 
mittee and the Superintendent must re- 
solve: 


e Transportation. Will all students, 
even walkers, get transportation? 
Because it may be dark, will they be 


dropped off at home instead of at a bus 
stop several blocks away? 


e Security: Who will be in the 
school besides the custodian and the 
teacher? What if a bus doesn't come? 


e Snack and Recess: Will students 
get a break before class starts? 


The Boston Education Plan promised 
that after-school classes would be offered 
to all grade 4-8 students reading below 
the 40th percentile on the MAT. The 
BPS is hoping to have one class in each 
of the 79 elementary and 22 middle 
schools by February, but many of the 
details have not been worked out yet. 
Watch for more information in the next 
few weeks.

Last spring, for the first time, parents of 
children starting kindergarten, grade 1 
and grade 6 in the Boston Public Schools 
(BPS) got to choose schoois under the 
city's new student assignment plan. 


Starting this month, parents and students 
in all grades will apply for next year's 
schools under the new plan. Here's some 
help. 


In a nutshell... 


The plan divides the city into three geo- 
graphic zones -- East, North and West -- 
for elementary and middle schools, and a 
citywide zone for high schools. Parents 
may choose any school in the zone where 
they live, plus a few outside their zone. 
Unlike the old "geocode" plan, no student 
entering the BPS is guaranteed a particu- 
lar school. 


Some students in special needs and bilin- 
gual programs may also choose schools. 
See page two for more information. 


Signing up for school 


All currently enrolled elementary 
school students who must choose a new 
school next year will get their application 
from the school about February 26; mid- 
die and high school students, about 
March 9. If your child is in the BPS now, 
you do not have to visit a Parent Informa- 
tion Center to sign up for school next 
year -- but do stop by for information on 
different schools and programs. 


If your child is already in the BPS and 
can stay in the same school next year, 
you will not get an application automati- 
cally. These students are guaranteed their 
current school, even if it isn't in the zone 
where they live. To apply for a different 
school, you must ask for an application 
by returning the survey card your 
child brought home earlier this month. 
In most schools, there will be very few 
empty seats for students new to a school 
in grades 2-5, 7-8 and 10-12, because 
most students will choose to be "grandfa- 
thered” (stay in the same school). 


What if a student doesn't return the 
application? He or she will either be au- 
tomatically "grandfathered," or (for most 
students entering grade 1, 6 and 9) as- 
signed to a school in the zone which has 
empty seats in the child's racial group. 


When can new students 
register for school? 


For the best chance of getting the school 
you want, sign up during the first regis- 
tration period. New students may register 
at any Parent Information Center, or at

If you miss the deadline...

After that, applications will 
be processed about once a month. 


Assignments & waiting lists: 
when? how? 


Students who apply in the first assign- 
ment period should get their assignments 
in late April. Students who don't get one 
of their first three choices will automati- 
cally go on a waiting list for their 1st and 
2nd choice. Students who do get one of 


their first 3 choices will only go ona 
waiting list for a higher-ranked choice if

Students in grades 1-12 who don't get any 
of their choices after waiting lists have 
been cleared will be assigned by the BPS 
starting around mid-June. 


Kindergarten students are_never given in- 
voluntary assignments. A kindergartener 
who has received none of his or her 
choices by September will not go to 
school until the parent has accepted as- 
signment to a school with an empty seat. 


Who gets assigned first? 


Students in regular education classes (not 
bilingual or substantially separate special 
education programs) will be assigned in 
this order:

A FEW TIPS 


* Apply by the first deadline for 
_ the best chance of getting the 
school yeu want. 


~ Make more than one choice! 
You do not improve your chance 
of getting your Ist choice if you 
only list that school. You only 
increase your chance of getting no 
assignment at all. The BPS 
recommends that you choose at 
least 5 schools. 


* Visit as many schools as you 
can. Don't decide against a 
school until you have seen it and 
talked to the principal, teachers, 
parents and students. Many 
parents are pleasantly surprised 
by what they find. 


* Remember... only the BPS 
Assignment Unit can assign 
Students. The principal can 
encourage you to choose his or 
her school -- but can't guarantee 
you a Seat or "pull strings" to give 
you a better chance of getting in.

In 1975, after the Boston School 
Committee had repeatedly failed to devel- 
op a student assignment plan to desegre- 
gate its schools, the federal court ordered 
its own plan in place. That plan -- still 
used today-- sets strict racial guidelines 
for each school and assigns students by 
"geocode,” or home address. 


The Appeals Court Ruling: 
A New Ballgame 


A Sept. ruling by the federal Court of 
Appeals has returned control of student 
assignment to the superintendent and 
School Committee. The court ruled that: 
e the Boston Public Schools [BPS] are 

"unitary," as desegregated as they can 

be given the student population 
e the BPS is free to design a new student 

assignment plan, with few restric- 
tions, as long as the plan maintains 

desegregation . 

This decision raises many questions 
for parents: Does the BPS need a new 
plan? Who will design it? Who must ap- 
prove it? When could it take effect? 

How can parents influence the process? 


The Current Process... 


...divides Boston into eight large as- 
signment district and subdivides each dis- 
trict into smaller areas called "geocodes." 
Geocodes from different neighborhoods 
are paired with each district school, and 
students who live in those geocodes are: 
assigned to that school. Each school has 
racial guidelines that reflect the make-up 
of the student population in the district. 

Students may also apply for a seat in 
one of 22 citywide magnet schools. Who 
gets in is determined by computer lottery, 
following citywide racial guidelines.

For elementary school parents in the Boston Public Schools from the 
Bilingual Parent Advisory Council, Citywide Parents Council,

Magnet schools are popular and space is 
limited, so many students requesting 
them don't get in. 

Students in bilingual and some special 
needs programs cannot choose a school; 
they are assigned by the BPS. Kinder- 
garten students and students who live in 
East Boston are exempt and may choose 
the school nearest home. 

In the past few years, with court ap- 
proval, the BPS has piloted several small 
projects that offer parents more choice, 
with limited success. 


Changes: The First Inning 


Last April, as part of his Boston Edu- 
cation Plan, Superintendent Wilson pro- 
posed a new student assignment plan us- 
ing some recommendations from a Task 
Force of parents, BPS staff and others, 
and adding some of his own. That propo- 
sal would: 

e divide Boston into four elementary as- 
signment districts and eliminate the 
citywide magnet district. Magnet 
schools would become part of their 
geographic district and be open to stu- 
dents living in that district. 

e place middle schools in a single mid- 
dle school district and all high schools 
in a citywide high school district. 

e allow parents to list first, second and 
third choices from among 8-10 ele- 
mentary schools in their district, sev- 
eral middle schools citywide, and all 
high schools. Admission to the exam 
schools would still depend on test re- 
sults and grades. 

@ assign students to the highest ranked 
choice possible, depending on seat 
availability and racial guidelines. 

e include kindergarten students in the 
process for the first time, but continue 
to exempt East Boston. 

e allow "forced assignments,” assigning 
some students to schools they did not 
choose to maintain desegregation.

The Second Inning 


Responding to comments from par- 
ents and others, Dr. Wilson is changing 
some of his original recommendations. 
He now says he will: 

@ reorganize elementary schools into 
two areas: a "cluster" for early child- 
hood-grade 1 separate from grades 2-5. 

e "grandfather" students, allowing them 
to stay at their present schools 
through the last grade. [Exception: 
kindergarteners in district schools.]

The Next Inning 


The School Committee will make the 


final decision after holding public hear- 
ings this winter. Before then, they will 
have a working session with the Superin- 
tendent to decide what to present to the 
public. Among the possibilities: 


the Superintendent's plan, with his 
proposed changes 


To help parents with daycare arrange- 


ments, the BPS now allows students to 
be picked up and dropped off at any bus 
stop the parent requests, not just the stop 
nearest home. Students from 3 years old 
through grade 8 are eligible, even those 
who walk to school. 


Many restrictions apply. If you are 


interested in "alternate transportation" and 
didn't receive an information packet from 
your child's school last month, call the 
principal.

give every student a letter in the par- 
ents' home language describing the 
program, an application form and lia- 
bility waiver, and a fact sheet 

check the bus printout to see if a seat 
is available 

check that the requested stop is safe 
make sure the added stops don't make

tion to the Transportation Office, and 
keep a copy at the school 

notify the parent in writing of the

Parents must: 

* arrange for their child to get from the 
drop-off stop to the after-school 
destination, or from the before-school 
location to the pick-up stop 

* be sure the daycare site is safe and 
supervised 

* be sure their child's emergency 
information is up to date. 


How is the service working? 

As of Nov. 24, the Transportation Of- 
fice had received 424 requests and had be- 
gun services for 208. The other 116 were 
either rejected, were retumed to the princi- 
pal because they were incomplete, or are 
still being considered. 

There have been some problems. After 
the School Committee ordered this pro- 
gram, it approved transportation budget 
cuts of $2 million, eliminating 38 routes. 
Since many buses are filled to capacity, a 
seat may not be available on the bus a 
parent requests. 

Many requests are taking longer than 
the promised five days to process; im- 
properly filled out applications have creat- 
ed some of the delays.
